Gary, Ind., Oct. 21.—"Billy" Rugh, the 


newsboy who laid down hit own life that 
a girl might be saved from death, was 
given * funeral yesterday such M was 
new known before. 


Kings and statesmen, beloved by na- 


tions, have been paid greater homage in 
pageantry and grandeur, but his was a 
spontaneous tribute from the hearts o* 
men and women in honor of a hero. 


Fifteen 
thousand 
persons 
singing 


'•'Searer My God to Thee" crowded about 
hi» casket on a street-corner in Gary. 
By their very numbers they had blocked 
a wile-long funeral cortege and prevented 
the holding of a church seme*. 


Strong men of many races, workers in 


eteel mills that were closed in Rugh'* 
honor, wept ai they formed in line with 
their employers and walked slowly past 
tb« coffin o'f the dead newsboy. Their 
wives and children were with tlem. Many 
stretched, forth their hands in an effort 
to express their reverence- by offering 
money for the erection of a monument. 


Hold Service in Street. 


Policemen found difficulty in explain- 


ing to hundreds of the mourners—for 
they all were mourners, although some 
could not speak English—that they must 
not shower the bier with money, but 
tbould Veep it until arrangements could 
be made for the memorial tribute. 


The casket, buried in the flo'ral offer 


ings of city officials, fraternal organiza- 
tions and private citizens, was carried in 
a crepc-trinimed fire department automo- 
bile from an undertaking establishment 
toward the. First Methodist church. Thou- 
sands blocked the streets and -the churcli 
was filled to overflowing long before the 
irrival of the squad of policemen leading 
Hie procession. 


Than the. plans were changed, and it 


fras decided to hold the service from the 
church steps. • But the procession never 
got that far. 
When the street corner 


before, the church had been reached the 
srowd was so dense that this plan bad to 
be given up. Instead a space was cleared 
in the center of the street, and thf>re 
upon low rests the casket was placed.

Led by the church choir and with mu- 


sic furnished by two bands that had do- 
nated their ee'rvices. the crowd rever- 
ently sang old gospel hymns as 3ev. J.

the Christ, who "saved others, yet'Him-
